The distressing part of the evening will be 
taken up by arguments coming from a group of 
people who are opposed to the project because 
it. is planned for their neighb ahood.- This pa- 
per is taking no part in that argument, pro or 
con. 

But there is a lot to be said for this type 
of project. It is not a money maker, true. But, 
at the risk of sounding s,cialistic (which we 
are not) we believe that Housing for the Elder- 
ly is an: idea that merits the support of the 
public. 

In a very limited sense it is self support- 
ing, only because of a benevolent state govern- 
ment to be sure. 

But in a much broader sense this pe of 
project is more than self supporting. It does 
provide a type of housing for the needs of 
some of our residents who have passed the in- 
come age in their lives. It provides decency 
and self-respect, for peqle who have a sense 
of decency and self-respect. 

We know there are people who look askance at 
any type of government supported "charity'.° They 
ergue that they were able to save for their old 
age, and now they find that others are to be 
supported, who did not save. 

The argument is specious. Many people: who 
have tried to save have found their money swept 
away. The 1932 dollar saved for today is hard- 
ly worth anything, hard as it was to come by in 
those days. The widow who suddenly finds her-

We, the townspeople, 
voted down the extra appropri- 
ation knowing full well that 
double sessions would result. 
In this respect, I think the 
letter that was printed in 
last week’s Crier was unfair.

In the ab- 
sence of any such remarks by 
the sch@1 committee, let us 
presume nothing. 

5. Not as a particular re- 
sult of this last town meeting 
but as a result of a dozen or 
more remarks I have heard, 
both about the Wildwood School 
and the proposed Glen Road 
School, I suggest that any 
future building committee ser- 
iously consider building a two 
story building. How many times 
have I heard, What’s the mat- 
ter with kids these days? 
Can’t they walk upstairs?’ Of 
all the maintainance costs, 
the cost of fuel must exceed 
all others. When our highly- 


paid architects are figuring 
ways to: use fancy brick and 
fancy tile to cut down main- 
cainance, they might give a 
thought to a compact, well-in-. 
sulated two-story building as 
a step in the right direction. 
Presumably, the present 
building committee is now busy 
shaving down expenses to get 
the costs down to the original 
appropriation. They’ ve had a 
‘rough time of it; let us leave 
‘them in peace, If they can cut 
the costs to within the origi- 
nal appropriation, whatever 
they present us with will be 
legal. So let them finish what 
they have thus far too nobly 
advanced. I hope that eventu-
